June 8th, two weeks thereafter. The 
advertisement was duly published in' 
the News and Transcript. fAt the 
meeting of the Council June 8th, but 
one bid (the TBIBOSK'S) was present- 
edjust before the Council convened 
the proprietors of the JVouwcript and 
Seas " compromised" and concluded 
to divide the plunder on this basis: 
both papers were to receive what 
each had before charged for the work. 
Mr. Mason would not agree to such 
an arrangement. 
So far as he and 


Mr. Larue were concerned, the mat- 
ter must be settled fairly nnd accord- 
ing to the resolution,—which, by the 
way, had been adopted during Sir. 
Spaulding's absence—calling for bids. 
Mr. Spaulding and his tools, Knox 
and Snook, listened to the publishers 
of those two papers and were willing 
to resort to anything to prevent the 
TBIBCSE from obtaining the contract. 


On motion of Mr. Spaulding the 


Council refused to open the bid pre- 
sented, and postponed the matter, 
Messrs. Spunlding, Knoi and Snook 
voting to postpone, and Messrs. Ma- 
son and Larue voting egainst post- 
ponement. Mr. Everson was absent. 


Through an adroit blunder on the 


part of Mr. Spaulding, the whole 
proceedings had to be gone over 
again—advertising for proposals nnd 
all. This blunder of .Mr. Spaulding 
cost the city several hundred dollars 
—but it gave the.Transeri/rfand News 
tune to catch their wind. 


The compact between the two pa- 


pers was broken—the Transeri.pl for 
some reason withdrawing—and on 


THB Tranteript says Turner carries,

New Harbor Improvement*. 


The dredging of the bar at the 


mouth of San Antonio creek, will 
probably IDC completed-to the full 
width and depth by the 15th of this 
month. It is understood that the 
channel will give from eleven to 
twelve feet of water at high tide, 
which is sufficient to admit any 
.steamboat now plying on the inland 
waters of the State. In order to make 
it fully available it will be necessary 
to mark out the line of navigation in 
some permanent and durable man- 
ner. The piles which have hereto- 
fore been driven for that purpose, 
have been broken off below nigh wa- 
ter, by vessels drifting against them 
in the stormy weather of last winter. 
The City Engineer has suggested 
that two dolphins, constructed of 
four piles each, firmly connected to- 
gether by strong iron bauds, be driv- 
en as a range for the centre of the 
channel on the flats east of the bar. 
This will enable vessels to foljow the 
narrow channel without difficulty 
either in entering or departing from 
Oakland harbor. 


It is proposed by the Government 


Engineers to construct four towers, 
•with arrangements for lighting there- 
upon the training walls about to be 
built by them, two at each end of the 
channel, which will be notable land- 
marks and will render the navigation 
of the creek easy, either by day or 
during the darkest nights.
